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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding aaplicant's arguments that neither 
Truchess nor Comair disclose "calculating a read start address of selected sound data in accordance with a ratio of a current moving speed 
of the objoect in the game space to the maximum speed...": The Examiner must respectfully disagree. Comair discloses calculating a read 
start address of selected sound data in accordance with a ratio of a current moving speed of the object in the game space to the maximum 
speed (Comair discloses reading from memory a sound wave dependent on various parameters, including speed (paragraph [0008] - 
paragraph [0009]), which inherently includes calculation an address to read from a finite number of stored sound waves (sound waves 
corresponding to minimum speed to maximum speed) (Fig. 4, the object at ratios of current speed/maximum speed of 0/300, 1 1 0/300 and 
300/300 each have a separate sound wave stored in memory with each having a separate address to access said sound wave). Therefore, 
the read start address is calculated based on the ratio of current speed to maximum speed. 

Regarding applicant's arguments that Truchess nor Comair disclose that "the sound data read by the sound data reading section is a 
waveform containing no discontinuity points when the pace of the movement of the game object changes between acceleration and 
deceleration": The Examiner must respectfully disagree. Comair discloses that the sound data read by the sound data reading section is a 
continuous waveform (Fig. 4) as the pace oace of the movememnt of the game object chages from acceleration to deceleration or from 
deceleration to acceleration (The waveform in Fig. 4 contains no points of discontinuity and shows sound data relating to the game object 
as its pace accerates and decelerates). Although Comair does not specifically disclose that the object is in a state of acceleration or 
deceleration it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention that recognize that as the speed of an object 
increases or decreases (as seen in Fig. 4 of Comair) there must be some acceleration being exerted on the object. 
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
